MOSCOW, Jan. 15.—Queried about discovery of doc- 
tors’ murder plot, Rabbi Solomon Schliffer, chief Moscow 
Rabbi, said yesterday: “These doctors who are Jewish are 
accused not as Jews but as Soviet citizens. Anti-Semitism 
has been rooted out by law and by will of people, but any 
Soviet citizen who is proved to harm Soviet Union niust 
be punished irrespective of religion or national origin. 
Similarly all persons meriting reward are rewarded with- 
out bias. Jews are active all facets of Soviet life. Many 
recently awarded famed Stalin prizes.”

Because the “army $s every- 
where,” the American people are 
spending an estimated $44 bil- 
lion dollars on the upkeep of 
army, navy, and air-force in the 
fiscal year of 1953. The cost of 
these far encampments will 
rise to $46 billion in fiscal 1954, 
Truman's recent Budget Message 
tells us. These figures exclude 
all the other closely-related war 
items in the U. S. budget, such 
as “foreign aid,” veterans bene-| 
fits, interest on the government 
war debt, and atomic bomb 
projects.

Washington State 

BELLINGHAM, Wash., Jan. 
12 (FP).—A warning that cities and 
counties may be levying payroll 
deduction taxes on workers in. this 
state after the coming session of 
the legislature has- been sounded 
by labor here. 

The Bellingham City Council 
has already enacted a city pa 
roll tax of 0. 1 percent on all 0 
ers income. It is inopeartive at 
present because of a state supreme 
court decision holding it unconsti- 
tutional,
